And. be it noted, the house vote on the 
measure, after only four hours of debate, was 
371 to 0.

And make further 
note, all you who lead your Axis nations nearer 
and nearer the pit, that, if needed, there is 
more money available. There is, in fact, no 
limit. 

Translate those dollars into ships and planes 
and tanks and guns. Picture, if you can, the 
shells and bombs and torpedoes, in number 
like unto the grains of sand upon the oceans’ 
shores. coming to blast and rend and tear your 
armies and your fleets, your cities and your 
strongholds, until you shall be stripped bare 
of that vicious force with which you have, in 
your vanity, thought to create a world of slaves. 

Don’t be misled by bickerings over our own 
affairs, among the American people. Don’t 
think, you dictators and would-be conquerors, 
that when we differ among ourselves, our united 
front against you is thereby breached. 

Our congress does many foolish things, we 
know. It is ofttimes stupid and mistaken. As 
witness that recent attempt to grab, through 
congressional pensions, security for themselves

Weasels of Fear 
Antics of some of the membership of the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee brings to mind 
the old story about the Secretary of the Navy 
in the 1880's—when the Navy was very much 
in the doldrums—who expressed amazement 
upon learning ships were hollow. 


Two in particular appear bent upon exciting 
the American people with alarmist demands. 
They are Senator Hiram Johnson, of California, 
an isolationist who speaks with particular ill- 
grace, and Senator Walsh, of Massachusetts, an 
obstructionist of note. 


Neither, apparently, have read much Ameri- 
can history as it affects sea power. Neither, 
quite evidently, are content to let the Navy 
and Army chiefs of the country—the responsible 
chiefs—run the war. They would take a hand 
in the grand strategy, which bodes not one 
particle of good for that strategy if the past 
performance of the two men is any criterion 
of their abilities. Both fought tooth and nail 
to block the fortification of Guam and now 
seek to cover their tracks with weasel words 
and loud alarmism. The two senators are 
“predicting” that the fleet will have to be 
brought back “from the four corners of the 
world to protect our own coasts.” They are 
bleating that neither the Pacific nor the 
Atlantic coasts are adequately prepared to meet 
enemy attacks. That they are not immune to 
token raids no sensible person will deny. That 
some persons may be killed, no person can 
deny. But at the same time no sensible person 
will agree that the war can be won by bringing 
the fleet back to coast patrol, letting the enemy 
roam the seas at will. And if the coasts are 
not prepared to meet any threat, let the people 
these men represent blame these men and none 
other, for they are numbered high among the 
obstructionists who refused to see danger in the 
march of the Axis powers. Now they voice their 
pipsqueak fears. 


Demands that the fleet be brought back 
from “the four corners of the world” to protect 
American coasts are not new in American 
history. They began with the Revolution and 
have been revived in every war since the 
founding of the republic. This concept of a 
coastal defense role for the Navy has indeed 
at times been so strong as to affect even the 
construction of the fleet. During and after the 
War Between the States, for example, the 
monitor, which could not leave the protection 
of the coast and venture from harbor only in 
favorable seas, was thought to be the solution 
to all naval problems. Many were constructed

WASHINGTON PARADE

TOLERANT OF CRITICISM WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.— 


President Roosevelt seems 
only mildly disturbed about the wave of criticism that continues 
to bob up intermittently over the progress of the national war 
effort. He is represented as feeling that most of it may be at- 

tributed to old isolationist elements who, find- 
ing themselves no longer free to challenge the 
administration's foreign policy, are now engag- 
ing in sniping. 

With an abiding faith in the ultimate justice 
of things, the President has accepted the criti- 
cism in a spirit of tolerance, confident that, 
sooner or later, the American people will 
awaken to a full realization of the dangers 
that confront us and demand the degree of 
national unity necessary for victory. 

There is no doubt how the vast majority of 
the American people feel. Although they may 
be guilty of the charge of too much com- 
placency in some sections, sentiment, on the 
whole, is wholeheartedly back of the war pro- 
gram. Nevertheless, there is a remaining fringe 
of isolationist and tory sentiment which re- 
fuses to become reconciled to the realities of 
war. You do not see much of it in evidence 

in the open, except in the form of sniping at administration moves 
and measures, but beneath the surface it is still prevalent to an 
unbelievable degree. 

Many of the people who were wrong in their appraisal of world 
events before Pearl Harbor just don’t seem to be able to admit it. 
They are still trying to justify themselves. Never having seen 
anything good in Mr. Roosevelt or the New Deal, they simply:aren’t 
able to\readjust their views in the light of war conditions. They 
have formed the habit of finding fault; consequently, they look 
for little else. 

Within the strictly tory group a slightly different shade of 
critical comment turns on the unbearable (to them) thought of 
seeing the President and the New Deal get credit for any successful 
prosecution of the war. ‘We are for winning the war and all it 
takes,” they are saying, “but we don’t like the idea of that crowd 
in there running things.” 

After the disaster at 


TRY TO BLAME ADMINISTRATION 
Pearl Harbor, for 


example, many of them sought to lay the blame on the adminis- 
tration and were quietly deploring the fact that we do not have 
a political system, similar to the British, which would enable the 
government to be overthrown by a vote of confidence being denied 
in congress. Some of those making the statement had been out- 
spoken against much of the administration’s preparedness program. 

A fair sample of some of the sniping tactics is the carping 
criticism that continues to be heard about the failure of the gov- 
ernment to make a clean breast of the damage inflicted by the 
Japs at Pearl Harbor. It was revived by a statement in Prime 
Minister Churchill’s speech of Sunday in which he acknowledged 
that the blow to the powerful American fleet at Hawaii made it 
possible for Japan to overrun the Philippines, the Malay Penin- 
sula and Singapore. 

The complaint is made that “from the lips of no American 
spokesman has there been so clear-cut a statement of the war 
situation” as it affects us. The quoted words are from a syndi- 
cated article by David Lawrence, whose writings reflect tory oppo- 
sition to the Roosevelt administration more so than any other 


commentator in Washington. 

SEEKING ISSUE An effort is made to raise an issue over 
alleged suppression of facts which would 

enable the American people “to insist that the best strategists in 

the American Navy and Army and air forces shall be given full 

command without civilian interference or political inhibitions.” 

The implications of such a statement are as deceiving as they 
are serious. Everyone knows why the government did not imme- 
diately acknowledge the full extent of the damage at Pearl Harbor. 
It would have given the Japanese valuable information which 
might have placed us at a distinct disadvantage had she pressed 
her initial gain. If the Pearl Harbor investigating board, headed 
by an esteemed Republican member of the supreme court, Mr. 
Justice Roberts, could not be relied upon to report on the situation 
appropriately, then who could? Certainly not the enemies of the 
administration who had a record of resorting to every means in 
the past to find fault with everything that was done. 

Mr. Roosevelt is not unaware of the fact that much or most of 
the criticism is aimed at him personally by critics who thus hope 
to undermine the country’s confidence in him. His only concern 
is that it will not be permitted to slow down the nation’s all-im- 
portant war effort.

MRS. HARALSON’'S LETTER 
FALSE, SAYS RAMSPECK 

Editor, Constitution: In your 
“Pulse of the Public” letters on 
February 14 you published one 
from Mrs. Hugh D. Haralson, De- 
catur, Ga. That letter is not cor- 
rect. 


Here are the facts : In public 
law No. 263, 76th Congress, to 
amend the civil service retirement 
law, approved August 4, 1939, pro- 
vision was made for what is 
known as a joint and survivor: 
ship annuity. That is, when an 
employe comes to retire, he or she 
may elect to take a lesser amount 
during their lifetime and designate 
a beneficiary to receive the bal- 
ance after their death. I spon- 
sored that law. 


The records show that Hugh D. 
Haralson retired on November 1, 
1940, and elected to take the joint 
and survivorship plan. Before 
his claim was acted upon, he pass- 
ed away. The comptroller gen- 
eral of the United States held: “I 
am constrained to hold that in all 
cases in which the employe dies 
before the application for annu- 
ity has been finally approved, 
there can be no payment as of 
accrued annuity, but there is in- 
volved only a question of payment 
to the estate of the amount to the 
credit of the employe in the retire- 
ment fund.” 


Mr. Haralson deposited from 
1920 to the time of his retirement 
the sum of $1,607.36. The inter- 
est which had been compounded 
annually at 4 per cent, was $752.25. 
A check for $2,359.61 was sent to 
Mrs. Haralson on June 6, 1941. 
She has gotten every penny of her 
husband’s money plus 4 per cent 
interest compounded annually. 


Now, what have I done to help 
Mrs. Haralson? -In the recent 
law, about which so much com- 
plaint is being made, you will find 
the following provision: “The term 
‘annuitant’ as used in this act shall 
include any employe who has met 
all requirements of the act for ti- 
tle and has filed claim therefor, 
notwithstanding final administra- 
tive action was not taken by the 
Civil Service Commission prior to 
his death. Nothing in this sec- 
tion shall be so construed as to re- 
duce any benefit otherwise pay- 
able.” You will find that this 
provision is made effective as of 
January 1, 1940. 


This was deliberately and pur- 
posely put in the new law to take 
care of Mrs. Haralson’s case. So 
if she will redeposit the money, 
which she has had returned to her, 
the case can be adjudicated and 
she can be paid an annuity. 

The first time Mrs. Haralson 
wrote me was under date of Jan- 
uary 27, 1941, and her letter was 
replied to on January 29, 1941. 
That was after her husband’s 
death. 


If it was wrong to amend the 
law to take care of Mrs. Haral- 
son’s case and a few others simi- 
larly situated, then I plead guilty. 

I eannot believe you would want 
a thing so unfair and untrue as 
this to go uncorrected.

“NONE SO BLIND—” Now and then I, who am falrly well 
insulated against shock from pop-eyed 
Opinions, get blown right flat on my face. 

There was, for instance, yesterday. 

A dear, sweet lady telephoned. The conversation opened up some- 
thing like this: ; 

“Why don’t,the newspapers of this country 
do something about sending our boys to war?” 

“Well, we have been trying to. I will admit 
that we have been delayed getting enough of 
them into action, especially as regards air- 
planes, but we will have to be patient.” 

“I don’t mean that,” she snapped. “I mean, 
why don’t the newspapers do something to stop 
this sending of our boys to war?” 

That's when she had me on the ropes. I 
fought back gamely, first making sure she was 
in earnest, 

“My good lady,” I said, very mildly, “we are 
at war and if we lose it will not be very pleas- 
ant having a German or a Japanese mayor and 
police on guard in all our cities.” 

“Oh, don’t tell me,” she said. “Churchill 
is running this country. Why don’t the Chinese 
do some fighting and why do we have to help 
the Russians?” 

I came back weakly, jabbing for the nose. 

“Do you mean you don't want to help the Russians kill off the 
Germans? And don't you know the Chinese have been fighting for 
four years?” 

“I don’t believe it,” she said, “it’s just a plot to get all our boys 
killed. I read where the Chinese have 400,000,000 people and the 
Indians 300,000,000. Let them do some fighting and let our boys 
stay at home.” 

“Do you mean it?” I asked. 

“I do,” she said. “And there are plenty of my neighbors whe 
believe the same thing.” 

The Biblical proverb that there are none so blind as those who 
will not see comforted me as I threw in the towel, thanked her 
sweetly for calling, and asked that she call again at any time she 
wanted information. 


BY WAY OF ILLUSTRATION I put this down by way of 

illustration. It is a difficult 
thing to handle a war in which a population of 130,000,000 ig 
involved. 

There are thousands of more or less eccentric people whose 
minds get tilted over on the wrong side by any great emotion, 
such as a war. They are more to be pitied than censured, but they 
are a problem. They all ride poor, vicious little phobias. Their 
minds stew up the queerest mixture of juices, composed of hatreds, 
fears and appeals to their little hates. 

There are more of them than you think. They go right along 
as part of our daily lives. They are the chief field in which the 
Wheelers, the Nyes and Lindberghs toil with such success. 

The English have done a bad job of thinking and fighting, but 
we haven't done well enough to make comparisons. Yet these 
thousands of mildly psychopathic cases will believe almost any- 
thing and will accept, without question, the propaganda that the 
Chinese, the English and the Russians are bilking us, are robbing 
us, and are not really fighting any battles. 

There are thousands of others, referred to by the President ag 
America’s “Cliveden Set,” who also make things difficult by adopt- 
ing the attitude that we’d best make a separate peace. 

This is the set which, in England, has kept the incompetents 
in the Army and which would make peace with Hitler on almost 
any sort of basis which left the empire area intact. They would 
have a foolish belief in his word. They are the ones who have 
never realized that this is not merely a war, but a world revolution. 

It is a tough job to run a country in which all those elements 
are allowed perfect freedom. But, in a sense, that is what we are 
are fighting to maintain. My dear old lady can go right along 
believing the Russians and the Chinese aren’t doing any fighting 
and hating the President because he is calling men into the Army. 

Now and then it almost brings you around to the idea that what 
any President needs, in time of war, is totalitarian power to act in 
any matter touching conduct of the war. But, I guess we will 
struggle along without it. 


RUMORS OF WAR Another thing which causes me to burn 

with a bright blue flame is the fact that 
newspapers are censored, and are pleased to be censored if it helps 
the war, but that certain Washington columnists are allowed to 
send out material which no reporter is permitted to write. 

I could name you a couple who have persistently fathered the 
idea that the Pearl Harbor damage was much greater than we know. 

I doubt if it was much greater. We already know plenty, 
That a number of other ships suffered damage of varying degree, 
we were told. 

That the damage was not much greater than we were told. if 
any greater, was demonstrated that one of the destroyers listed 
as sunk—the Shaw—has just arrived in an Atlantic port under 
her own power. 

If all the experts would but look at the map and see on how 
many fronts we are fighting and figure with pencil and paper just 
how thin we must spread what we've got, it will explain why we 


are not very effective at any given spot. 

Also, we have got to keep stuff going to Russia. We promised 
it and the Russians need it. We've got to use Russia as a jumping 
off place for air attacks and we jolly well had best be sure there 
is a Russia left. 

We've got eight or 12 months to go before we are really ready 
for this world-wide job and the big job now is to hold as much 
as we can. Meanwhile, I wish the rumor columnists were slowed 
down just a bit.

The Georgia State Highway Department has 
announced it will spend approximately $500,000 
to repair and strengthen bridges throughout the 
state, chiefly to facilitate movements of the 
armed forces.

Life is largely a matter of accumulating habits and then follow- 
ing a rut. This simplifies living, for we can do the accustomed 
thing with a minimum of thinking. 

But this arrangement has disadvantages, too. When methods 
and ideas have been sanctified by custom, they seem the only right 
methods and ideas. They become the very pillars of our existence. 
They shape our minds, and then we lose the ability to accept new 
ideas. 

Vanity plays a part, too. It will not permit us to accept a new 
way for that would be an admission that our old way was wrong. 
A man proud of his attainments cannot believe they were based on 
a fallacy. 

Some men never grow too old to welcome new ideas, but they 
are rare. 

Pasteur’s discoveries, as you know, were rejected and ridiculed 
by the highest medical authorities. 

And De Forest, who gave us the vacuum tube and made possible 
the radio and talkies and the trans-ocean telephone, was tried on 
a charge of fraud after selling stock in his company, and escaped 
prison only because the jury disagreed. 

But, you will say, people have changed. 

Well, a doctor won fame in Spain and is now increasing it in 
England by using a new method to treat compound fractures—the 
kind that puncture the skin. In violation of all old beliefs, he 
encases the fractured limb in a plaster cast and lets it alone for 
weeks—despite the awful smell. 

His patients are up in a few days, have no fever, and invariably 
get well; yet a large part of the medical world still refuses to accept 
his treatment. 

Consider Elizabeth Kenny, now working in a Minneapolis hos- 
pital to show American doctors how to cure infantile paralysis. She 
began her cures in Australia 28 years ago, and top medical men 
have fought her ever since. A royal commission studied her method 
and said it was not only useless but dangerous. Yet her proof is 
absolute, for many children who seemed hopelessly crippled before 
she treated them are now sound and well. 

This is no “attack on doctors.” We are all alike. Admirals unable 
to think except in terms of ships gave Singapore no protection 
against land or air attack. And we too have leaders who cannot 
think in terms of air power. 

It’s a young man’s war, and the winners will be those who can 
think in new terms, unhampered by obsolete ideas.

Holidays Virtually Abolished \Gaaman Desert 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—(/P) 
Most, if not all, of the nation’s 
customary holidays were virtually 
|abolished for the duration of the 
war today, as far as factories pro- 
ducing war supplies are concerned, 

Asserting that the country is 
“fighting for its life,” Donald M., 
Nelson, war production director, 
issued a peremptory “request” for 
full production on Washington’s 
birthday, which is to be celebrated 
next Monday. 

“If in any plant a holiday is 
scheduled for next Monday—can- 
cel it,” he said. 

The decree was officially re- 
garded as a likely precedent for

Failure of fair rent committees 
.to curb rental increases in numer- 
ous defense areas led to a congres- 
sional grant of power to the Office | 
of Price Administration to control 
rent, Regional Director Oscar 
Strauss Jr., of OPA told the At- 
lanta Real Estate Board yesterday. 

Strauss explained the fair rent 
committees operated without stat- 
utory authority, being appointed 
by mayors of over 200 cities of the 
nation in defense areas. Atlanta is 
a defense area. 

“On the whole,” Strauss said, 
“it must be admitted that with the 
exception of remote cases, fair 
rent committees—no matter how 
good or how well established— 
were physically and legally unable 
to cope with the inflationary ten- 
dencies in defense areas.”

But don’t let all this stress on 
the enriched refined flours and 
cereals confuse you. One home- 
maker told a nutritionist that she 
had switched from oatmeal—al- 
though her husband preferred it 
—to the fancy packaged cereals 
labelled “enriched.” In spite of 
her intentions she was not giving 
him a better breakfast food. You 
can’t improve on the coarse whole 
grain cereals and breads. The en- 
riched varieties are not meant to 
take their place. 


It's not a question of chposing 
between the whole wheat varieties 
and the enriched white, but be-' 
tween the ordinary kind and that 
which has been enriched. If your 
family likes whole grain bread 
and cereals, keep right on buying 
them. Just make sure that you are 
getting the whole grain. But if 
your family insists on white bread, 
you should insist on the new en- 
riched product. All you have to 
do is ask for it.

People seem to forget that this unemploy- _ : pr ete 8a 
ment compensation usually must cover the needs of families ranging 
from four to six members—rent, food, heat, light, clothing, recrea- 
tion, education, medical care must all come out of this sum.

Fall of France 


Count Sforza Tried To 


Warn Government 
of Coup. 


The conquest of France was 
made easy for Hitler's legions by 
the “superior classes” of France 


and England, who secretly admired 
Naziism, Count Carlo Sforza, the 
man who vainly tried to forewarn 
the democratic statesmen, told an 
audience in Glenn Memorial audi- 
torilum at Emory University last 
night. 

Speaking on “The Defeat of Dip- 
lomatic Europe,” second in a series 
of eight free lectures at Emory un- 
der the sponsorship of the Carne- 
gie Endowment for International 
Peace, Count Sforza, former Ital- 
ian foreign minister, revealed that 
when he “vainly tried to persuade 
British and French statesmen that 
the Nazi-Fascist invasion of Spain 
meant in reality the first step in 
the conquest of France, they re- 
fused to believe me. They refused 
to see the danger, because they 


or/ secretly admired Naziism.” 


Charging the superior classes in 
democratic countries with the de- 
feat of free Europe, Count Sforza 
accused them of a secret admira- 
tion for Hitler and Mussolini, 
which led them to believe mistak- 
enly that the safety of their class 
privileges was personified in the 
predominance of the two dictators 
in Europe. 

“Obliged to choose between the 
safety of their countries and the 
safety of their class privileges, the 
Tories of France and England did 
not hesitate; they sacrificed their 
countries,” declared the speaker. 

The defeat of diplomatic Europe 
before the second World War came 
with the capitulation of Munich in 
1938, rather than with the war in 
France, Poland, and the Low Coun- 
tries, Count Sforza asserted. |
